The hysterical 
audiences which have heard and read the 
diatribes of their leaders are much more 
likely to be influenced by their high sound- 
ing defiances, and to vote against accept- 
ance. Now, the German Government, con- 
vinced, as we believe, of the nécessity of 
making peace at once, dares not risk a 
plebiscite, but is forced itself to accept the 
onus of decision. What that decision 
will be remains to be seen, but everything 
points to its being in favour of acceptance, 
Without a doubt, such a decision will lead 
to the fall of the Ebert-Scheidemann 
régime, but in any case it would never have 
survived.

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INQUESTS ON THE VICTIMS. 


JURORS AND THE 
SHOOTING. 
a 
CONDEMNATION OF THE 
GOVERNMENT. 


Yesterday the inquest was re-opened at Kil- 
malloek regarding the deaths of ant Peter 
Wallace and Constable Michael Enright, Rogal 
Irish Constabulary, who were shot on Tuesdays 
13th inst., when a party of armed men raided ® 
train at Knocklong Station, near Limerick 
Junction, and rescued a Sinn Fein prisoner 
named Hogan, of Grenane, Tipperary, whom & 
party of four policemen were escorting {froup 
Thurles to Cork. 

The inquest on Constable Enright, which was 
held in the Courthouse, was presided: over by 
Dr. P. J. Cleary, Coromer, Kilmailock. District 
Inspector McLean, Brufl, represented the police, 

Constable John T. Reilly, stationed at Thurles, 
deposed that on the 13th May last he was en- 
gaged on eseort duty conveying the prisoner to. 

ork, Sergeant Wallace and Constables Enright 
and Ring were the other members of the escort. 
They left Thurles by the 640 pm train. 
Nothing unusual occurred until they reached 
Knocklong Station; When the train had come 
to a standstill five or six men rushed into the 
carriage. it was a corridor carriage, and there 
was nobody in the compartment but the prisoner 
and the escort. The witness sat facing the 
engine; Sergeant Wallace and Constable Enright 
had their backs to the engine, and the prisoner 
was between them. When the train stopped the 
live or six armed men rushed into the carriage 
and fired a volley\ from their revolvers, and 
shouted “ Hands up. At the same time Con- 
stable Enright appeargd to have been shot dead. 
Immediatei \ after there were several volleys of 
shots. ( Enright seemed to have been 
hit by volley. He did not speak or 
cry out. 
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
